We,ull tend to talk 
terms nowadays, so, if I may put it 
that way, I would say that you have 
n very strong General Staff at‘ your 
Brigade: Headquarters. A leading 
Banker, a leading Pressman, a‘lead- 
Ing Sclentist. and a leading Educa- 
tlonalist acting with a common pure 
pose-can, and no doubt will, plan 
and conduct a relentless campaign 
nguinst this soctal enemy, tuber- 
culosis. 

‘Indeed I begin to tremble a little 
at tho thought of what I have rais- 
ed up‘ for myself and my successors. 
When I suggested that an ‘Anti- 
Tuberculosis Association should be 
formed here I had two objects in 
view. One, admittedly the greater, 
was the construction-value of such a 
body: the need for that is quite. ob- 
vious und Is clearly on its way to 
be met. The secondary object was 
the nulsance-value of ‘such on As- 
sociation: I wanted to bring some- 
thing into being which would not 
allow the Executive or the Legisia- 
tlve Authorities of the Colony to 
continue to slumber, os they have 
In the past; unmindful of a disease 
which is responsible for 9.5 per cent. 
of our death rate. The Headquarter 
Staff, of whose membership your 
President ins told us, fs formidnbly 
competent for thelr rousing task 
and I, albeit with a slight inward 
quaking, wish them ‘good hunting’. 

I may say that I have long had 
in mind the creation of a Standing 
Commission which would have the 
same function and duty in the much 
wider field which’ contains oll our 
graver social sins of commission and 
omission. The worse turn which the, 
war took In May last year hos led 
to Its postponement, but I hope be- 
fore long to set the scheme: going.: 
Tuberculosis is anly one of the out- 
comes of the over-crowding and un- 
derfecding which Ne at the root of 
our social ill-health. I am thankful 
that, . even though. we cannot just 
yet make an attack in {ull force on 
that only too broad a front, we are 
at any rate assaulting one dit of 
the enemy's line. 

I wish the Association all possible 
success’ and I promise them all the 
help that It is fi my power to give.

Ten carbon copies of such 
sentiment may be found in the 
factual backbone of the book- 
reports by government officials 
on the conduct of the war for 
the first three years (1937- 
1940). Though they smack too 
much of departmental boasting 
at times, they offer a wenlth of 
detail on the still 
story of how the amazing 
Chinese have kept up their in- 
eredible fight for national exis- 
tence. 


No student of the Far East 
should miss them.
